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Postmaster L. O. Hardy Now In Charge 
With Four New Employees. 


To Start a Campaign of Publicity for 
So. S. F. as a Home Town.

South San Francisco as an inde¬ 
pendent postofflce had a rebirth today 
(Thursday) after being a branch of 
the San Francisco office for four 
years. After long and continued ef¬ 
fort on the part of the local Chamber 
of Commerce this change has been 
brought about, and today L. G. Hardy, 
well-known resident of this city, takes 
charge as postmaster. From October 
1st this office is to be known as an 
Independent postofflce of the second 
class, which puts it on an equal foot¬ 
ing with the other independent offices 
of the county. 

Mr. Hardy assumes his duties with 
a force of four men, all of whom are 
experienced in postoffice work, but 
are strangers in this city. They have 
been sent here by the San Francisco 
postofflce through the courtesy of the 
officials there, to help the new office 
in getting on an efficient working 
basis as soon as possible. John Moran 
and Roland J. Boldt are the names of 
the two who will act as clerks, while 
the mail delivery will be in the hands 
of Harry E. Lapp and Fred E. Moore. 


Plans for advertising South San 
Francisco, both as a city of homes 
and as the ideal location for factories, 
occupied the attention of the mem¬ 
bers of the local Chamber of Com¬ 
merce at their regular meeting held 
at the city hall Tuesday evening. It 
was the concensus of opinion of those 
gathered at the meeting that special 
efforts should be put forth to put this 
town on the map as a city with many 
advantages for home-seekers as well 
as those looking for factory sites. It 
was felt that, while the city has had 
considerable advertising in the past 
as an industrial center, it has not had 
publicity enojigh as a good location 
for homes, and steps will probably be 
taken In the near future to advertise 
it as a home town. 

In this connection it was pointed 
out that Daly City is now engaged in 
a campaign of publicity along similar 
lines, and a committee was appointed 
to interview the committee which has 
charge of this work in Daly City. 
Andrew Hynding, E. C. Peck, and 
Robert Speed were named on this 
committee by President Dr. F. S. 
Dolley. After learning what the Daly 
City committee has done, the methods 
pursued, and whether any results 
have so far been obtained, the com¬ 
mittee will interview D. E. Curley of 
Emil Brisacher & Co., the advertising 
firm that has charge of Daly City’s 
campaign. 

During the meeting Secretary F. A. 
Cunningham was instructed to send a 
wire of sympathy to Congressman 
Arthur M. Free, who is now in a 
Baltimore hospital seriously injured, 
following an auto accident in which 
two of his companions were killed. 


An oil boom is on in the coastside 
region of this county, following the 
bringing in of an oil gusher on the 
Shoults ranch in Purissima Canyon, 
about four miles southeast of Half¬ 
moon Bay, last Thursday evening. 
According to reports, the new well is 
flowing at the rate of about 500 bar¬ 
rels a day of a very high grade oil. 
Tests are said to have been made of 
the oil from the new field that show 
it to be of 54 gravity and over 70 per 
cent gasoline. If this report is true 
the new field may turn out to be one 
of the richest in the state, as this test 
is far above that of the oil in other 
California fields. The strike was 
made at a depth of 930 feet. 

The new oil well was brought in 
b. a drilling crew working on what 
is known as the Sage and Olsen Bros.’ 
lease. The three members of the com¬ 
pany have financed the drilling op¬ 
erations themselves and no stock in 
their company is owned by anybody 
else. Already preparations are under 
way to move the well rig to another 
location close by and start operations 
again. 

Many attempts to strike oil on the 
coastside of this county have been 
made within the last few years. In 
fact, it is said that about twenty 
years ago a producing well was 
brought in about 200 feet from the 
new gusher, but was later abandoned 
because of unfavorable oil conditions 
at that time. Today there are five 
well rigs drilling within a radius of 
five miles of the new well, and Thurs¬ 
day evening's discovery has spurred 
on the other crews to greater ac¬ 
tivity. 

It is believed that should the new 
well continue to produce as it now 
promises there will be a refinery 
built in the vicinity of Halfmoon Bay.

Congressman Arthur M. Free is in 
the Maryland General Hospital at 
Baltimore with serious injuries as a 
consequence of an automobile acci¬ 
dent at Savage, Md., last Friday night. 
Two of Free’s companions were killed 
outright and a fourth man was also 
seriously Injured. The dead are Grant 
C. Freeman of San Francisco, Free’s 
secretary, and William S. Dennis of 
San Francisco, an insurance broker 
and a close friend of Free. 

Following the accident, Free was 
rushed to the hospital in a passing 
automobile. He was unconscious on 
his arrival there, and at first his life 
was despaired of. It was then re¬ 
ported he had sustained a fractured 
skull and internal injuries, besides 
which the upper part of his body was 
a mass of lacerations and bruises. 
By the next morning he had regained 
consciousness, and the news was then 
given out that the chances for his 
recovery were good. 

Dennis was killed instantly. Free¬ 
man was taken to the General Hos¬ 
pital at Baltimore, but was dead on 
his arrival there. Nicholas A. Denvir, 
the fourth man, received severe cuts 
and bruises. 

Meager reports of the accident re¬ 
ceived here indicate that the driver 
of the car was blinded by the lights 
of an approaching machine and that 
his auto swerved from the road and 
crashed into a telephone pole. 

Free was elected to congress from 
this district in 1920 and at the 
primary election in August of this 
year was unopposed. He has proven 
himself an efficient and conscientious 
worker for the interests of his con¬ 
stituents. It was largely through his 
efforts that an independent status was 
obtained for the local postofflce. The 
news of his injuries came as a shock 
to his many friends here, and the 
later reports that chances were good 
for his recovery were received with 
much pleasure in South San Fran¬ 
cisco.

The big cement post which stands 
on the east side of the highway at 
Burlingame's south gate seems in a 
fair way at last to be removed from 
the highway. It was so ordered at 
Monday's meeting of the board of 
supervisors. This gate has been the 
scene of several auto accidents and 
one or more deaths. Its removal has 
been, requested by various persons 
and organizations, including the Cali¬ 
fornia Auto Association. Some time 
ago the city trustees of Burlingame 
consented to its removal, but a care¬ 
ful survey of the ground disclosed 
the fact that it did not stand on city 
property. So now the supervisors 
have taken the matter in hand and the 
big post, so loifg a menace to careless 
drivers, is to be moved. 

Supervisor Thomas Hickey was 
granted permission to expend the 
sum of $1000 in dredging Colma creek. 
County Surveyor George A. Kneese 
was Instructed to survey the creek 
and determine the amount of earth 
to be removed. 

An appropriation of $500 was made 
for the repairing of a bridge over 
Tunitas creek near the line of the 
fourth and fifth townships. 

In response to an application from 
the residents of Homestead district 
near San Mateo the board ordered a 
number of additional street lights In¬ 
stalled in that tract. 

On the request of Supervisor John 
MacBaln, director of the Eastslde 
Highway-Transbay Bridge district, 
County Surveyor George A. Kneese 
was instructed to survey and lay out 
the route of the proposed new high¬ 
way. 

Supervisor Manuel Francis was au¬ 
thorized to expend $1000 on the re¬ 
pairing of the Halfmoon Bay to 
Tunitas road. Bids for this work 
were recently advertised but none re¬ 
ceived, so the work was ordered done 
by day labor. 

The board adjourned to meet again 
next Monday morning.

The Enterprise Is for Friend W. Richardson for governor of California. 
This newspaper is favorable to Mr. Richardson’s candidacy for several 
reasons, every one of them good and sufficient to warrant such support. 

First, he Is the regular nominee of the Republican party, and this news¬ 
paper is Republican, though not hide-bound in its affiliations in that respect 
to the extent of supporting any candidate of the party irrespective of his 
personal, moral or mental qualifications. 

Second, Mr. Richardson Is and always has been a man of the people 
and for the people. He is a self-made man who has risen from humble 
station by his own efforts. > 

Third, Mr. Richardson has filled several public offices and always made 
good. Every office filled by him has been conducted In a way that has re¬ 
flected credit to himself and to thoee who placed him in office. 

Of late the metropolitan newspapers have had much to say about a

Mr. Richardson might be as 
wet as the depths of the sea In his sympathies and Mr. Woolwine as dry as 
the sands of the Sahara or vice versa, and all that would have no possible 
bearing on the conduct of the governor’s office, for that office has nothing to 
do with the Volstead act or Its enforcement In this state. Mr. Woolwine 
knows this, and the very fact that he Is trying to inject this Issue into the 
campaign in the hope of grabbing votes by so doing is proof enough that 
with him It Is "anything to win."

All those using the malls from this office can do much to help the new 
postofflce force, and Incidentally assist themselves In getting the best pos¬ 
sible service. Many persons are careless in tbe way they address their 
mail, and then wonder why such mall Is delayed In delivery. Many of the 
business houses will place hundreds of letters In the mail at one time ad¬ 
dressed merely with a name and the word Local or South San Francisco 
below It. Usually they know or can find out the Btreet and house number 
of the addressee, but do not take the time to do so. In the past It has not 
made so much difference, as the carriers here were men who were familiar 
with names In town and little delay resulted. But with the new carriers 
and clerks in the office It will, for a while, be different. 

There are hundreds of persons receiving mail here who, because of 
their foreign birth or nationality, have names that will be difficult for the 
new employees to grasp or remember. When addressing a letter It Is just 
as easy to write carefully, and a little pains spent in putting on the street 
and number will help a great deal in getting your mail to Its destination 
correctly and on time. 

We have been trying for years to get our local postofflce back on an 
Independent atatus. Let’s all try, now, to help In every way we can, that 
the new office may be administered efficiently.

CELEBRATION TO MARK 

PIT RIVER PLANT OPENING 


Opening of the first units of the 
$100,000,000 power development proj¬ 
ect on the Pit river will be marked 
by a great celebration Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 30th, In which thousands of 
persons representing communities 
throughout northern California will 
participate. 

The program will be under the 
direction of northern California civic 
and commercial organizations. 

The celebration will occur simulta¬ 
neously at two points, the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company's Pit No. 1 
plant, Just completed near Fall River 
Mills, Shasta county, and Vaca sub¬ 
station, twenty-eight miles west of 
Sacramento, where the current will 
be received after transmission over 
the longest high-power line in the 
world. 

At 4:30 p. m. on September 30th the 
switch will be pressed at the Pit 
plant, and almost at the same moment 
flashing lights at the Vaca substation, 
200 miles away, will show the newly 
created energy has been received. 

Arrangements are being made for a 
crowd of at least 500 at the Pit plant 
and 6000 at the Vaca substation to 1 
celebrate the completion of these first! 
units of the Pacific Gas and Electric! 
Company's $100,000,000 development! 
project on the Pit river.
